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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 1 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. Claim 1 1 is a "use" claim. This is a non-statutory category of 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for a composition for the inhibition or treatment of metastasis and cancer, 
does not reasonably provide enablement for prevention metastasis and cancer. The specification 
does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to practice the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

Undue experimentation would be required to practice the invention as claimed due to the 
quantity of experimentation necessary; limited amount of guidance and limited number of 
working examples in the specification; nature of the invention; state of the prior art; relative 
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skill level of those in the art; predictability or unpredictability in the art; and breadth of the 
claims. In re Wands, 8 USPQ2d 1400, 1404 (Fed. Cir. 1988). 

Applicant's claims are broadly drawn to a composition that is able to prevent metastasis 
or cancer. In order to be enabled for prevention of a condition, applicant must demonstrate that 
the invention is able to prevent the condition in each and every instance of that condition. 
Applicant's specification does not set forth any evidence that the claimed product is able to 
prevent metastasis and cancer in all potential instances. In addition, applicant's specification 
only shows an inhibition of cancer and metastasis. There is no showing of complete prevention. 
Thus, a person of ordinary skill in the art would be forced to experiment unduly in order to 
determine if applicant's invention actually function as claimed. Therefore, the claims are not 
considered enabled for the prevention of metastasis and cancer. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3-5 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claims 3-5 are indefinite because it is unclear what temperatures are encompassed by 
"hot" water. 

5. Claim 4 is indefinite because it is unclear what is encompassed by "main elute fraction." 

6. Claim 1 1 provides for the use of an agaricus extract, but, since the claim does not set 
forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant is 
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intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, 
positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, without 
setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a process, i.e., 
results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex 
parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. 
Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

In addition, claim 1 1 is indefinite because it is unclear if this claim is a product or a 
method claim. For the sake of examination, it will be examined as a product claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 2001-010970 
(English language translation provided). 

JP '970 teaches a composition extracted from agaricus that is an antitumor agent. The 
extract is created by extracting the fruiting body of the mushroom in the same manner as claimed 
by applicant. For example, the fruiting body is extracted with hot water, dialyzing the extract 
and subjecting the dialyzed liquid to chromatographic separation. The chromatographic fraction 
obtained is between 100 to 2000 molecular weight. Ethanol can also be used in the extract (see 
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translation). The extract is added to food or drink or is used as a pharmaceutical preparation (see 
paragraph 9 of the translation). 

The reference does not specifically teach that the composition has all of the same 
properties as those claimed by applicant; however, since the composition taught by the reference 
is the same as the claimed composition, the reference composition would inherently have to have 
the same properties if applicant's invention functions as claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
8. Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 2001- 
010970. 
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The teachings of this reference are discussed above. The reference teaches formulating 
the agaricus extract as a liquid and a pharmaceutical drug but does not specifically teach 
formulating the extract into a powder, tablet, capsule, or pellet. However, the reference does 
clearly teach that the extract is a pharmaceutical substance. Powders, tablets, capsules, and 
pellets are extremely well know forms for pharmaceuticals. Thus, it would be obvious to 
formulate the extract composition of the reference in these manners.
